WASHINGTON — Estab- 
lishment of a dental care pro- 
gram for the 2,497,539 de- 
pendents of U.S. military per- 
sonnel was recommended this 
week by a special dental ad- 
visory committee of Medicare. 

Included would be the estimated 
816,250 wives and children of 
Army officers and enlisted men in 
CONUS, Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico. (Dependents at most over 
seas ‘bases now get free dental 
care. ) 

Two big hurdles are before the 
recommended dental program. 
They are (1). approval by the De 
partment of Defense, and (2) 
authority and funds from Congress 

Necessary legislation cannot be 
prepared before this session of 
Congress ends, it was said. So it 
will be up to a new Congress con- 
vening in January, and any dental 
care program is at least 11 months 
or a year away. 

However, the report is a start 
Based on questionnaires sent to 
8011 servicemen (1933 of them in 
the Army), the report stated: 

“The lack of a dental provision 
is considered the primary defect 
of the Medicare program.” 

Cost of the “program was esti- 
mated in the bulky, 68-page report 
at anything from $14,342,000 to a 
whooping $104,083,000. The smaller 
figure would hold true if service- 
men agreed to contribute $15 a 
year toward the financing and only 
38 percent of their dependents 
needed teeth fixed. The larger 
figure would represent cost to the 
government if it assumed all of

Ruling Grants 
Higher Retired 
Pay for Some 


WASHINGTON. — The Control- 
ler General has struck a blow for 
higher military retired pay in a 
couple of limited areas. 

He ruled that officers retired for 
disability after 10 August 1956, are 
always entitled to pay as high as 
the pay they would have. gotten 
for service retirement. At issue 
was the counting, of inactive-duty 
time. and constructive time for 
disability retired pay. 

The Contrdller also held that a 
Navy. man’s fime on the Honorary 
of the Naval Reserve 
and the Reserve Retired List is 
countable for the basie pay of 
so-called “Title III” retirement. 

The disability decision came in 
the case of a retired Army medical 
officer, Col. James D. Gardner. He 
had 27 years and 11 months of ac- 
tive-duty service and a 60 percent

Security Tax Boost 


WASHINGTON—Servicemen, as well as other citizens, 
may soon have to pay more social security tax. But if they 
do they and their families will rate greater social security 


benefits—old age, survivors and 
disability payments. 

The House last week passed a 
bill to increase social security bene- 
fits and to charge more to finance 
the increases. Servicemen came 
under full social security 1 Janu- 
ary 1957, when the survivor bene- 
fits act became law. 

The House bill is given a good 
chance of passing the Senate this 
month before Congress adjourns, 
although it could face a presiden- 
tial veto. The Administration did 
not request the legislation. 

Under the measure, persons 
now on the social security rolls 
and all future beneficiaries would 
have their benefits increased by 
about seven percent over present

Under the bill, this would 
change; the basic amount to be 
taxed goes to $4800 and the per- 
centage of tax would go to 2% 
starting next January. This would 
increase annual deduction to a 
maximum of $120. 

In addition, the bill would in- 
crease the percentage to be taxed 
in future years at a faster pace 
than the present law calls for. 

> . ° 


FOR EXAMPLE, the present law 
calls for taxing 2% percent of the 
basic rate starting in January 1960, 
and lasting until 1965; the new 
bill calls for three percent. start- 
ing in 1960 and jumping to 3% 
percent in 1963, Under both the 
present law and in the new pro- 
posal the tax rate climbs periodi- 
cally, until it reaches 4% and 4% 
percent, respectively, in 1975, and 
carries on there indefinitely. The 
employer (Uncle Sam for the mili- 
tary) contributes an equal amount 
to that paid by the individual into 
the social security fund. 

The lawmakers say the increased 
benefits are needed to offset rising 
costs of living. They say 12,000,000 
persons now receive survivor, re- 
tirement or other social security 
benefits and that about 77,000,000 
others are contributing. 

Health-Education-Welfare _ offi- 
cials had no idea how many sur- 
vivors of military people are re- 
ceiving benefits.

HARRISBURG, Pa.—The Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars will! 
press for Congressional ap- 
proval for post exchanges to be 
permitted to stock and sell the 
American flag. 

This was disclosed in a state- 
ment by John C. Cavender, 
Pennsylvania State Commander 
of the VFW, in an article in 
the Harrisburg (Pa.)

Among the Officers associated 
with the First Army in War I were 
then Brig. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
commander of the 42d (“Rainbow”) 
Division; ‘Col. George C. Marshall 
Jr., First’ Army’ operations officer 
who was U.S. Army Chief of Staff 
in World War It and later Secre- 
tary of State and Seeretary of De- 
fense; Lt. Col. William J. Donovan, 
who was awarded the Medal of 
Honor for gallantry in action with 
the 42d Div.’s 165th Inf. during the 
Meuse-Argonne and-served as chief 
of the Office of -Strategic Services 
in World War I]; and Maj. Edward 
V. (“Eddie”) Rickenbacker, who 
shot down 26 enemy aircraft and 
commanded the famous “Hat in 
Ring” Squadron. 

On D-Day, 6 June 1944, the First 
Army’s V and VII Corps began the 
ssault on Omaha ahd Utah beaches, 
from which they moved into diffi- 
cult hedgerow fighting on the way 
to St. Lo. After the St. Lo break- 
through in July, First Army, now 
under Gen. Courtney H. Hodges, 
fought its way across the French 
countryside to Paris, which it en- 
tered on- Aug. 28 in the wake of 
Free French troops. 

The last important Nazi offensive 
of War Il, the Battle of the Bulge, 
was mounted-in the middle of De- 
cember, 1944, against the First 
Army lines in the Ardennes. 

After V-E Day, First-Army head- 
quarters moved first to New York 
and then, in early August, to Ma- 
nila to prepare for invasion of the 
Japanese mainland. A month later 
the war was over in the Pacific 
as well. 

Since that time, and in particular 
during the Korean war, the First 
Army has served ptiperily training 
troops.

It is in- 
tended mainly to clear up what must be 
puzzling many persons in the Services. 

They saw their leaders strongly —_— 
the President’s reorganization plan. ey 
saw the House adopt these objections and 
pass a bill which the President criticized in 
probably stronger terms than any other leg- 
islative act during his presidency. Then they 
saw the Senate pass an altered bill which 
the House quickly accepted.almost in toto 
while the President said that “except in rel- 
atively minor respects the bill adequately 
meets every recommendation I submitted to 
the Congress on this subject.” 

How, one may wonder, can the House 
and the President both be so pleased with 
the same bill? Did the House—and Sen. 
Russell—back down from their refusal to 
give the executive branch an advance okay 
to reorganize the services about any way it 
wished? 

The answer is, the Congressmen did not 
back down; the final bill is what they wanted. 
How then explain the President’s' endorse- 
ment? One can only surmise that he has 
recognized that this bill is all he is going 
to get from Congress and he might as well 
accept it with good grace. After all, there 
is a lot in the bill that the President wanted; 
Congress gave him about everything he 
asked for except power to make further ma- 
jor changes without coming back to Con- 
gress. Congress said clearly that that was 
a power no official could have if our form of 
government was to endure. 

Let’s summarize what 
asked for, and what he got. 

He asked for more power for the Secre- 
tary of Defense. He asked to be allowed to 
allocate forces to combined commands with- 
out service interference. He asked that 
staffing for the combined commands be under 
the Secretary of Defense, not under a desig- 
nated service, and that the Joint Staff be 
virtually doubled to handle this. He asked 
that the Secretary be empowered to assign 
to such agency as he saw fit-any supply or 
service function common to more than one 
service. He asked that the restriction on 
voting by the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
be removed; that the chairman select the 
director of the Joint Staff. He asked that 
command powers be taken from the Chief 
of Naval Operations and the Air Force Chief 
of Staff and that these officers and the Army 
and Marine military heads be allowed to 
delegate as much of their service jobs as they 
see fit to their chief deputies. He asked that 
specific duties be taken from the assistant 
secretaries of each service and that the num- 
ber in each service be reduced by one. He 
asked for a Director of Defense Research 
and Engineering. He asked for authority 
to allow officers to transfer between services. 

All these changes were granted. 

But Congress refused three powers. They 
refused to allow Eisenhower or his succes- 
sors to shift service functions around as they 
wanted. (The President was “willing” to 
nave Congress overrule a shift if two-thirds 
of both chambers voted against it.) Then 
they insisted that a service secretary or mili- 
lary head be allowed to come to them without 

permission. Finally, they insisted the Sec- 
retaries of the Army, Navy and Air Force 
be responsible for their departments, not 
figureheads that any assistant secretary of 
defense could order around. 

Now there were a couple of changes in 
ihe final bill which the President might con- 

ler concessions. But there was one which

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‘True Grade’ Chevrons

Judging from most comments on the 
Army’s grade revision program, it seems 
to me that few if any show a real under- 
standing of its basie concept and intent. 
The majority of comments and sugges- 
tions tend to sell the Army short and 
many seem to miss the boat entirely. 

Prior to War 11 Master Sergeants and 
Tech Sergeants were comparatively rare 
birds indeed. One or two masters and 
some 20 to 25 Techs (including ist Sgt.) 
might be found in a regiment. War II 
and the immediate post war army, through 
administrative upgrading of NCO job as- 
signments, found some 100 or more mas- 
ters and over 350 techs actually called for 
by TO&E in a regiment. There were 28 
techs and 17 masters in the company I 
was in... and it was not a Headquar- 
ters Company! The’ exclusive status of 
master sergeant and tech sergeant was 
gone. They had, in a sense, become a dime 
a dozen! 

Only naturally, post war retention and 
reenlistment of enlisted personnel. was 
preponderantly in the upper three grades 
and, with the inclusion or insertion therein 
of ex-officers, the E-6 and E-7-grades were 
loaded. The big enlisted promotion freeze 
Was on! 

Then came Korea, The constant turn- 
over (rotation) and rapid promotion poli- 
cies served Only to further aggravate the 
situation. “Dime a dozen” had dropped to 
almost “Nickel a dozen” proportions as far 
as E-6 and E-7 ratings were concerned. 
After Korea the freeze, now more solid 
than ever, was on again in earnest. 

The adverse effect upon morale through- 
out the ranks was undeniable and logi- 
cally justified. Widespread lament began 
to be heard throughout the Army, “Too 
many Chiefs and not enough Indians”. 
NCOs bemoaned: loss of prestige and the 
Army’s personnel retention rate sank to 


an alarming low. 

These things became basic points of 
consideration in the Cordiner Committee 
Study A consequent recOmmendation, 


creation of 


two, new “super” enlisted 
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to effect some break in the log jam of 
personnel in grades E-6 and E-7. It was 
hoped that this, together with the over- 
all pay raise, would serve to increase 
morale generally throughout the ranks and 
specifically among NCO personnel. There 
still remained, however, the problems of 
“Too many Chiefs... ” and NCO pres- 
tige.

IT’S ONLY TOO EASY to subscribe to 
the philosophy of “Let’s not rock the 
boat”, as has seemingly been the actual 
basis for most of the comments and sug- 
gestions I’ve read or heard. To simply 
suggest new insignia and titles (some av- 
proaching the grandiose) for grades E-8 
and E-9 is fine . . . but would accomplish 
nothing, and not “rocking the boat” in 
this instance would serve only to increase 
the number of “Chiefs”! 

Take another look at DA’s pay grade 
titles and Insignia set-up. lt does present 
a logical and orderly progression of grade 
titles and insignia. Also notice that the 
grade title and appropriate insignia for 
master sergeant has been upgraded! Thus 
Master Sergeant, title and insignia, is 
once again restored to a deserved, more 
“exclusive” status, 

From some 100 or more of this type 
“Chief” in a regiment we reduce the num- 
ber to roughly 10 to 15 (Pentomic con- 
cept TO&E). or 20 to 30 (old set-up, if 
you prefer). Thus, from “dime a dozen” 
status we accomplish approximate “doliar 
a dozen” status. 

In like manner, the other NCO grade 
titles and insignia have been upgraded 
and restored to more “exclusive” status. 
The number of “Chiefs” has thus dwindled 
to a more nearly acceptable level and 
consequently should proportionately en- 
hance the prestige of Army NCOs. 

A thaw in the grade freeze now be- 
comes at least a foreseeable possibility 
and DA’s grade revision has done some- 
thing constructive about the “Too many 
Chiefs . .. ” situation and the long la- 
mented “lost prestige” of the Army NCO.

Nike Unit 
Beats Freeze 


ORANGEBURG, N. Y.—Cut off 
from all waters by fickle nature, 
military and civilian authorities 
acted quickly to come up with a 
solution for troops stationed atop 
a mountain near Orangeburg, N.Y. 

The story was revealed by Capt. 
James A. Hemphill, commanding 
officer of Btry. A, 737th AAA Mis- 
sile Bn. (Nike):

TWO STEPS being exploited cur- 
rently are outlined in Circular 601- 
12 and AR 601-100.

IT CONTEMPLATES offering 
high school graduates four years 
tuition plus monthly pay in re- 
turn for their contract to serve 
four years as a Reserve officer. 
They then would be offered regular 
cemmiss'ons if qualified. 

The Navy, during a typical year 
of eperation of its somewhat simi- 
lar Holloway program, found 25,000 
applications for 2000 contracts and 
at the end of four years they were 
able to keep 25 percent of the 
Reserve officers on as regulars. 

One advantage of the Navy’s plan 
was the fact that it could select its 
candidates frum the top 10 percent 
ef the applicants, thus obtaining 
mere highly qualified officers. 

There were some kinks but they 
were smouthed out and the Navy is 
now reported to be “very pleased” 
with it.

THE ARMY HAS studied the 
Navy’s experience very closely and 
is expected to come up with a re- 
fined schooling program. 

Educators at ROTC colleges and 
either civilian universities are to 
be consu'ted, their comments asked 
and many of their suggestions may 
be accepted. It was made plain all 
civilian aspects of the program 
would be studied.

Cost of the new Army proposal 
cannot be estimated at the present 
iime, it was explained.

THE PROGRAM, as recom- 
mended by the advisory ‘eommit- 
tee, covers two categories of care:

Dependents of Army personne] 
once enjoyed free dental care on 
a “space available” basis, But it 
stopped 7 December 1956, when 
Medicare went into effect. 

’ Actually, the Army tried to get 
dental coverage into Medicare. 
Navy balked on the greunds it did 
not have facilities te provide den- 
tal care for dependents of its per- 
sonnel. The overall Medicare pro- 
gram was regarded ag se vital that 
the Army did not insist on dental 
coverage.

THE NEW REPORT, now urg- 
ing dental care, was handed te Dr. 
Frank B. Berry, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense (Health and Med- 
ical). It was the result ef-a survey 
authorized by Dr. Berry on 24 
April 1957. Highlights of the eom- 
mittee’s findings included: 

—“Comprehensive dental care is 
an integral part of the basic health 
care and essential to health main- 
tenance. 

—‘“Dependents’ dental care is 
one of several important faeters 
considered by enlisted personnel 
at the time of a reenlistment de- 
cision. 

—“A sound dental care program 
for dependents of uniformed serv- 
ice personnel can be developed and 
administered. 

—‘“Facilities for fiscal adminis- 
tration of a sound dental care pro- 
gram are available. 

—‘“The establishment of a sound 
dental care program for depen- 
dents will require additional statu- 
tory authority.” 

By “additional statutery auther- 
ity,” the report meant appreval 
and—more important—funding by 
Congress. 

Congress already is shewing 
signs of balking at the $90-millien- 
a-year cost of Medicare for medical 
treatment of dependents. The 
House put a $60-millien annual 
limit on it, which would have seri- 
ously impaired or wrecked Medi- 
care. 

A Senate committee allowed the 
limitation to stand but later the 
limitation was knocked out on the 
Senate floor, and Medicare advo- 
cates hope that Senate-House cen- 
ferees will vote the full ameunt 
Medicare needs.

UNIQUELY, tabulations of 
questionnaires in the dental sur- 
vey, showed that three percent of 
the officers and five percent of en- 
listed meh in the military “knew 
nothing about” the present Medi- 
care program.

Vets in Minnesota Delay 
Action on Korea Bonus 


By LOUIS M. DORSCH 


WASHINGTON—Scores of Min- 
nesota veterans apparently are de- 
laying return of the Korean bonus 
determination slips because they 
mistakenly think they deserve 
more money. 

The determination slips contain 
the total amount of bonus and 
must be returned to the Korean 
Bonus Division, Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs, St. Paul 1, Minn., 
before payment will be mailed out.

TO QUALIFY for the bonus, one 
must have served between 27 June 
1950 and 27 July 1953. This is 
the only time which will be count- 
ed in computing bonus payments. 

Veterans earning the Korean 
Service Medal during the. conflict 
period are paid $15 a month for 
overseas duty and $7.50 a month 
for domestic service, up to a $400 
maximum. 

Veterans not eligible for the 
Korean Medal are paid $7.50 a 
month, whethér service was for- 
eign or domestic, up to $200. 

. * «*. 

SURVIVORS of veterans who 
died in service during the period 
also are eligible for the $400 maxi- 
mum. 

Veterans on continuous , active 
duty in the armed forces four 
years prior to 27 June 1950 are 
ineligible for the bonus. 

A claimant must have been a 
legal resident of Minnesota at time 
he entered service and for at least 
six months before that time. 

Originally, payments were sched- 
uled to begin Jan. 1, 1959, but re- 
cent legislative action directed 
that payments be made immediate- 
ly to bolster the State’s economy.

YUMA TEST STATION, . Ariz, — I clattered down @ 
metal tube, duckwalked a ten foot pipe and sucked in my first 


hot. breathe of subterranean air. 


soldiers, volunteers for a test conducted by the Corps of 
Engineers 


Field Test Team at 
Yuma Test Station. 

As I emerged from the open end 
of the tube | straightened up and 
glanced around at what was to be 
my home for the next 24 hours. 
It was 7 in the evening. Outside 
the sun was beginning to drop 1 
golden glow on the desert. But 
here, four feet under ,.the floor of 
tHe desert, incandescent lamps cast 
their light into every corner of the 
building, For the next 24 hour 
eycle there would be no night or 
day. 

The room 1 was standing in was 
made of galvanized steel plates 
bolted together. It was built in 
the architectural form known as a 
parabolic arch with the highest 
point, at seven feet, affording 
ample headroom. The sides ap- 
peared to be a scant 10 feet apart 
and the length measured oniy 
about 44 feet. This meant that 
each of the 40 men there would 
have 11 square feet to occupy. 

* * » 


AT EITHER END of the room 
was a hand-operated blower, one 
for forcing pure air into the room 
and the other for eliminating stale 
air. Here was the purpose of the 
test. The Army knew it was pos- 
sible to build a hasty military per- 
sonnel shelter for 40 men. The 
Army also knew that these 40 men 
could manually pump enough 
fresh air into the underground 
shelter to keep them alive for a 
prolonged period. Now it was time 
to put the system to the test. Forty 
men must occupy such a shelter 
for a 24 hour period. 

The first thing I noticed about 
the chamber was the oppressive 
heat. The pumps had been in- 
operative for 15 minutes and the 

air was heavy and stifling. 


I soon discovered that heat 
though ever present, was not the 
main discomfort. Rather it was 
the cramped conditions. There 
was not enough room for 38 men 
to stretch out simultaneously... I 


say 38 because two men were de 
tailed to man the blowers at all 
times. Each man took a 15 minute 
iour on the pumps every four 
hours and 45 minutes. 

The group was broken down into 
iwo 20 man teams each team as- 
signed to one pump. After each 
man had taken his first turn on 
ihe blowers the groups changed 
ends. This became important be- 
cause _the end of the room near 











the intake blower was much more |: 


comfortable than the opposite end 
where the exhaust blower. was lo- 
cated. 

A check at one point showed the 
temperature 10 degrees cooler and 
the humidity only half/as great. at 
the intake -end, 

Temperature for the entire 24 
hour period hovered between 92 
and 94 and the high relative 
humidity readings (in the 80's) 
turned the shelter into a fair imi- 
tation of a. Turkish bath. Men 
occupying the end near -the ex- 
haust pump soon found their cloth- 
ing soaked through. 

At the start of the test 
everyone was, dressed in full 
fatigue uniform but before long 
everyone had removed jackets, 
many stripped to the waist and 
one man peeled down to swimming 
trunks, 

As the night wore on sleep be- 
came a problem. Plagued by heat 
and packed tight together most 
men found sleep impossible until 
late the next day when many were 
able to doze a bit. 

The men were normally active 
at first but with the passage of 
time they quieted down. The 
only entertainment was reading 
and card playing. Several card 

games were started: within 15 
minutes of our entrance into the 
shelter. The next day there were 
not so many games, 

I tried to read. Concentration 
was difficult. The floor was dirt 
covered by eanvas and was un- 

comfortably hard. Blankets helped 
somewhat. 

I started six different books 
and read no more than 20 pages 

in any one book. 

The men were surprisingly good 
natured about the discomforts. 

Therewere the usual amount of 


gripes and though most were ut- 
tered feelingly, none was issued in 
anger. As the end of the 24 hours 
drew near the mutterings became 
more frequent but still no tempers 
were displayed. 

Showing more life and _ spirit 


than we had displayed in several 
hours we climbed back into a world 
of sunlight and fresh air. We all 
shared the feeling that the experi- 
ence had been unpleasant and we 
would not care to do it again. But 
we knew that if we had to do it 
to sustain life—we could do it 
again.

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Mouth-to-Mouth Lifesaving Seen 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, ‘Tex.—A recently revived method of helping asphyxiated 


patients to breathe is being ‘used by the Army Medical Service. 


It is expired air resuscita- 


tion, either breathing directly into the patient’s mouth or through suitable respiratory 


equipment into his lungs. 

The procedure has been de- 
scribed as “the best system ayail- 
able” by Army officials, at a time 
when new weapons could cause 
greater numbers of casualties than 
ever before. 

It is now being taught at Brooke 


ij Army Medical Center to all per- 


sonnel at the Army Medical Serv- 


mk Bn.,|ice School.

The process is new in recogni- 
tion only, for medical history 
recorded successful resuscitation 
by mouth-to-mouth breathing as 
much as 200 years ago. Studies 
conducted during the past few’ 
years, though, have proved the. 
superiority of this procedure in 
comparison with other methods 
of artificial respiration. 


In its simplest form, the operator 
removes any mucus or foreign mat- 
ter from the victim’s mouth and 
throat, with his fingers if neces- 
sary.

A simple nose-mouth mask may 
be used or a three-way gas mask 
connection, but the process re- 
mains the same — the operator's 
expelled breath is still the means 
of inflating the victim’s lungs. 

By the latter method the opera- 
tor’s hands are left free for other 
duties. 

+ * * 

ADVANTAGES of the process 
are many. It forces more air into 
the victim’s lungs. It is more easily 
controlled by the operation. The 
operator can continue for a 
lengthy period of time with no ill 
effects. It is effective with any un- 
conscious or partially paralyzed 
patient. 

Laboratory tests and evaluations 
of the procedure, plus development 
of ancillary medical procedures 
uSed in connection with it, have 
been conducted under the auspices 
of the Research and Development 
Division of the Office of the Army 
Surgeon General.

The program, designed primarily 
as an additional training vehicle 
for non-unit Reservists, will be lim- 
ited to selected personnel living 
near Corps installations who could 
“more profitably accomplish their 
training requirements and further 
their professional competence” by 
training with the active Army out- 
fit, officials said. 

However, such training also may 
be authorized for members of 
troop units in special cases. For 


possible temporarily to attend their 
units’ weekly drills or annual train- 
ing could be put on orders for 
equivalent training with the Corps. 

Retirement points will be award- 
ed for such duty. Pay also will be 
earned, within the limits of the 
funds available in the Army Area 
for this purpose.

The lady who wrote the 
diary, Frau Imgard Groettrup, was 
among those housed near Moscow 
where they stayed until the spring 
of 1948. On 20 June, 1948, they 
were shipped to the island too. 
The reason why some had been 
kept in Moscow for so long was 
the Russians had meanwhile fired 
their first large rockets. 

They had two German V-2 
rockets, captured somewhere in 
Germany, and a dozen V-2 rockets 
which had been, put together in 
Moscow from parts made in Ger- 
many. The firings took place in 
Kapustin Yar, sixty miles due east 
of Stalingrad and the direction of 
was very nearly due east, 


The first German V-2, fired on 
30 October 1947, did very well; 
the second, fired the next day, shed 
its tail fins and exploded. (The first 
firing of a German V-2 in the 
United States had taken place at 
White Sands, N. M., on 16 April 
1946, about one and a half years 
earlier). On 1 November, 1947, the 
Russians fired the first of the V-2 
rockets which they had put together 
from parts. It worked. They fired 
the other ten or eleven on succes- 
sive days.

FROM THEN ON the captured 
Germans did not see a single firing 
anymore. The Russians intended 
to use them as they had used them 
before, “as living encyclopedias,” 
according to Frau Groettrup. But 
the Germans insisted that nobody

Sometimes they were asked to 
criticize a Russian project. Some- 
times they were asked to work one 
out on their own, one for a mis- 
sile with 70 miles range, one for 
another with 1850 miles range. But 
after they submitted their plans 
they never learned what was done 
with them or whether anything was 
done. At Christmas 1950 the Ger- 
mans did something the Russians 
never expected: they resigned! 
This, of course, did not free them. 
Their salaries were cut in half and 
they were given work in inferior 
positions, much of it not having 
anything to do with rockets. For 
example they were told to design 
an electronic computing machine. 

On 27 March, 1951, twenty of 
the Germans were sent home. On 
21 June, 1952, most of the others 
were sent home, only two dozen 
or so still being detgined on 
Gorodomlia. These were sent home 
on 28 November, 1953. 

From then on the Russians were 
on their own.

Thinks 20-Year 
Retirement Menaced 


JUNCTION CITY, Kan.: During 
the congressional hassle over the 
proposed pay raise I was startled 
to notice that the ultimate cost 
of the 20-year retirement entered 
adversely into the discussion. The

At least it will inspire more dis- 
trust and lack of confidence, 
which seems to me to be a poor 
way to build something which de- 
pends on confidence and patriot- 
ism ag the very base. 

I should think that even the West 
Pointers, and especially the inte- 
grated officers, would begin to 
wonder just how good the promises 
they have been made will be when 
the time comes for fulfillment.

But the conference extended for 
one year the life of substandard 
family quarters. The law passed 
last year—which allows families 
in substandard public quarters to 
be charged on a rental basis—re- 
quired Defense to rehabilitate or 
demolish such units by July, 1960. 
The conference extended this to 
July, 1961. 

The limits on housing were first 
proposed by the Senate Armed 
Services committee, which has 
been particularly unhappy with the 
Capehart program for several 
years. Once again, the committee 
insisted that Capehart is the most 
expensive method of home build- 
ing in the long run. 

The group also said it felt that 
about 45 to 50 percent of family 
housing for service people should 
depend on community support.

AS TO DA’S implementation method 
and policy (with its harsh and demoraliz- 
ing effect upon present E-6 and E-7 per- 
sonnel) and announced criteria for pro- 
motion to E-8 and E9 pay grades... 
well, that’s a horse of a different color! 

Promotion criteria should certainly in- 
clude job performance and tim e in grade 
as factors of consideration, irrespective 
of time in service in the case of superior 
or outstanding performance. Special pro- 
motion quotas should be established for 


such personnel, as is true of officer per- 
sonnel. This is something which is re- 
portedly under study at DA level now 
and will most probably be approved. 

Upgrading of titles and insignia does 
not, or course, help the individual (E46 
or E-7) who has been downgraded through. 
the Army’s method of effecting the new 
pay grade title and insignia setup. How- 
ever, I do not believe that the solution lies 
in advocating (at least in effect) a “do 
nothing attitude” i.e., stay as ‘we were 
and simply add E-8 and E-9 grades with 
appropriate titles and insignia. I feel 
that the solution to this problem lies 
rather in seeking means to effect change- 
over to the new setup so that present 
E-6 and E-7 personnel could “Save Face”.

FOR EXAMPLE, new type grade insig- 

nia and present E-6 and E-7_ personnel 


could be prescribed to denote “SFC E-6” 
and MSgt. E-7” status. This would serve 
to indicate seniority of personnel in these 
pay grades and, in many cases, eligibility 
for consideration for promotion to next 
higher grade. Akin to the old “lance 
corporal” idea, true, but in effecting an 
authorized chevron denoting true grade 
status such personnel could wear such 
insignia with clear conscience, retain title 
and thus “save face”. (This, after all, is 
the crux of the present adverse morale 
situation). 

Resort to the currently proposed phase- 
in plan, which would authorize the wear- 
ing of insignia other than that which 
would reflect true grade status is wrong. 
That DA policy should condone any plan 
lacking in integrity or honesty is an in- 
defensible position. 

For these “new type” insignia for pres 


ent E-6 and E-7 personnel (to denote SFC 
E-6 and MSgt. E-7) I suggest that we might 
borrow from the Marines, substituting two 


and three horizontal stripes for the pres- 


ent rocker. 


These would be recognized, through im- 
plementing instructions, as junivr to pre- 
scribed MSgt. E-8 and SFC E-7 chevrons 
and could be effected without disturbing 
the present grade title and insignia set- 
up in that they would be in the nature of 
insertions rather than revision of those 
currently rs ; 

If the affected NCO (E-6 or E-7) is go- 
ing to take off present chevrons, honesty 
and integrity demanding, would it be 
preferable to go back to lower title and 
insignia or to change to new type chevrons 
officially reflecting true grade status and 
allowing retention of title?

How to Tan Your Hide 


ON THE hottest summer days, millions of Americans bake at the beach with nothing but faith, hope aad 


the briefest possible swimsuit 

Probably you are wiser. Still, if 
you know more about the sun and 
how it affects you, you can prob- 
ably get a more satisfying tan than 
even before—and run less risk of 
burn. 

Did you know, for example, that 
you’re tanned (or burned) not by 
visible sunlight but by the sun’s 
invisible ultraviolet rays? These 
rays penetrate mist and clouds, 
beat down on you even on breezy 


days. Fact is, overcast skies can 
actually increase the sunburn 
hazard. 


The burn you get at the beach 
is usually more severe than one 
acquired inland under the same 
sun at the same time. The reason 
for this is that sand, water and 
snow all reflect the sun’s rays. 
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between them and the sun. No lotion. 


No sunglasses. (No sense.) 








Maybe you've heard that blondes 
and redheads, particularly the 
blue-eyed variety, are especially 
thin-skinned. But did you know 
that yeur nose, lips, ears, shoul- 
ders and knees are thinner skinned 
than the rest of your body? These 
sensitive areas should be covered 
by a sun cream. 

You can safely tan—and hand- 
somely — by observing the “six 
rules of the sun sense.” 

1. Start sunbathing early. By 
starting- early in the season and 
early in the day, you let your skin 
build up a tolerance to the strong- 
er rays ahead. 

2. Make it a short first day. On 
that first sun session, take it easy. 
Doctors prescribe 20 minutes on 
the first day as a maximum limit 
of safety for the average adult. 
(For children: five to ten min- 
utes.) 

3. Use a lotion. And pick the one 
that’s best for you. If your skin 
is extra_dry, you'll be better off 
buying a tanning foam in a pres- 
sure can, or a cream in a plastic 








container. And remember: sun 
lotions do little or nothing te re- 
lieve the discomfort of a burn. 


4. Reapply and watch your eyes, 
Remember that your suntan letion 
is washed away each time you take 
a dip. Even if you don’t go in 
for a swim, normal perspiration 
may carry away your thin lotion 
coating in two hours or less. 

5. Know wnen to come in out ef 
the sun. It’s neither healthful nor 
beautiful to achieve a skin like 
used leather. Doctors have shown 
that excessive exposure, even if 
you don’t burn, may destroy the 
skin’s ability to protect itself. 

6. Cover up for safety. Loose, 
lightweight clothing, closely woven 
and dry, gives the most protection. 
Damp beach towels aren’t much 
help. 

One last tip: If you know some 
one who's convinced that his skia 
“never burns,” plunk down 5@c 
for something he’ll almost surely 
soon need and appreciate. It’s a 
paper-back called “The Complete 
Book of First Aid”—(great section 
on handling second degree burns).

Tourists 
Flock to 
Old Fort 


FORT NIAGARA, N. Y.— 
Some of the most exciting 
pages of American history are 
relived annually by a quarter 
of a million tourists who visit 
the Army’s picturesque Fort 
Niagara, a few miles north of 
Niagara Falls and across the 
river from Ontario, Canada. 

The fort dates to the seven- 
teenth century when Louis XIV 
commissioned Robert Cavalier de 
La Salle to establish a vast em- 

e for France in America. La 

lle organized an expedition out 
of Quebec and in January, 1679. 
constructed a crude fort at the 
mouth of the Niagara River, one 
of a chain of 60 forts which France 
eventually built to defend her 
claims and protect her fur trade. 
It was the “cradle of civilization 
on the Niagara Frontier,” key to 
the great unexplored West. 

Today “New” Fert Niagara is 

a key in the.air defense picture 
of the northeast, command head- 
quarters for Nike guided missile 
sites strategically situated 
throughout a transportation and 
industrial area. 

The present “Old Fort Niagara” 
was begun in 1726. The French 
“Castle” still stands, a stout forti- 
fication of stone, but designed to 
look like a chateau with the idea 
of deceiving the Indians.

for the five nations of the Iroquois 
Confederacy of Indians. 

It was the British and Indians 
under Sir William Johnson who, 
in 1759, captured Niagara from 
the French, thereby. cutting the 
lifeline of supplies from Quebec 
to the forts along the upper Great 
Lakes and the Ohio Valley, assur- 
ing the subsequent capture of 
Quebee and the conelusion of the 
French and Indian War. 

During the American Revola- 
tion, Fort Niagara was a base of 
warfare against the unprotected 
colonists of central New York 
and Pennsylvania. 

The Fleur De Lys of France, 
the Union Jack, and the Ameri- 
can flag with its 15. stars, repre- 
senting the states in the union on 
that date, are still flown at Fort 
Niagara. 

Except for a brief period when 
it was captured by the British 
during the War of 1812, a Fort 
Niagara — “Old” or “New” — has 
been a U.S. Army post since 1796, 
although its garrison dwindled to 
but 65 men in 1945. Today, as 
the headquarters of the Second 
Air Defense Artillery Group, it is 
a small but important home of 
some two thousand troops.

Car Is How 


ywoutn I be better off buying 
a 1958 car now, or should I 
wait until the 1959 models appear? 
is a question many have asked. 

The best time to buy a °58 car 
is now, according to the editors of 
“Family Guide,” of “Changing 
Times Magazine.” 

This has been a poor selling 
year, they report. Dealers have 
been giving end-of-year discounts 
almost since January. It’s unlikely, 
they say, that you can swap for a 
better deal later. 

Even though you might think 
dealers will be overstocked with 
’58’s and want to get rid of them 
at any price when the ’59’s appear, 
very few dealers will be stuck 
with the earlier models, because as 
the year draws to a close, they 
hold their stock of cars down to 
what they think will sell in the re- 
maining weeks or months. This is 
particularly true this year. 

It may surprise you to know 
that some dealers do not mind hav- 
ing a few “old” models on hand 
when the new ones come in, Some 
customers don’t like the new 
models and prefer the current 
model. In fact, a dealer may buy 
a few extra outgoing models from 
the factory for this purpose, par- 
ticularly if the factory offers him 
a 5 or 10 percent discount, as 
sometimes happens. 

Another point you should con- 
sider is depreciation, they advise. 
You will lose a whole year’s de- 
preciation on a '58 the minute you 
drive it from the showroom after 
the '59 models are in. Even if you 
should save as much as $400 on 
the purchase of a '58 during the 
‘59 model year, you might lose 
$600 in depreciation two or three 
years later on a trade-in. 

That’s hardly a bargain. But if 
you buy the car now, you have those 
extra months of use before the 
1959 model depreciates your pres- 
ent car’s value. Remember too, 
your present car will be worth 
more on the 1958 models as a trade- 
in than it will be when the new 
models come out.

is Full Employment 
To Bring Inflation? 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE 


HE REPORTER sat in the still impressive and then 
‘airly new office of the Secretary of Commerce. The im- 
reading interview was solicited for another purpose but it 
was incumbent on the reporter to mention a copy of the cur- 
rent: “best seller,” not too inconspicuously displayed on the 
Secretary's desk, 
The tome, paperbound and selling, I believe, for a dollar, was 
entitled “Sixty Million Jobs.” The author was Henry Agard Wallace, 








who then held, as one of the many offices which he had adorned dur- 8 


ing the New Deal, the Secretaryship of Commerce. 


The reporter politely suggested that “Sixty Million Jobs” might 
be a good slogan for a Presidential candidate..(The 
year was 1945.) The author made some modest 
reply. 

Mr. Wallace as a Presidential possibility waxed 
and waned. Since then the idea of full employment 
has taken on various aspects. When proposed it 
was considered somewhat fantastic. Later, achieve- 
ment was to make it an accepted fact. Mr. Wal- 
lace’s dream of 60 million jobs paled beside the 
1957 reality of 66% million. 

Finally, the beau ideal, when realized, was dis- 

ia covered to have brought along with it, some fea- 
BAUKHAGE tures that weren’t quite ideal. 

TODAY, as unemployment still marches upward while the wavelets 
of the recession recede, the economists have begun to worry about 
the inflation which is feared will come when the trend is reversed 
and we have full employment with us again. 

“We believe,” says the respected, nonpartisan and deeply studious, 
Committee for Economic Development, “the time has come for the 
nation to commit itself explicity to the long-run objective of stable 
prices, just as it has committed itself in the Employment Act of 1946 
to the short-term objective of promoting ‘maximum employment, pro- 
duction, and purchasing power.’ Although it’s generally agreed that 
the language of the Act is sufficiently broad to provide the necessary 
basis for action to keep prices stable, it is our view that it would be 
worth-while to write the commitment directly into the. Act.” 

The rapidly expanding budget, civilian as well as military, plus 
concomitant taxes which have become a strain, is frightening to 
some. This need not be, says the CED experts; instead we can 
afford a much greater expenditure — deficit spending — sufficient 
to carry on a greatly expanded defense program, IF —. 

This “if” goes back to Mr. Wallace’s full employment. In times 
of full employment it will be necessary to increase taxes. But we 
can’t increase the tax burden, even under full employment, if inflation 
eats too deeply into the consumer’s take-home income. 

On this subject the CED experts observe:— 

“The probable rate of growth of production and productivity, the 
degree of competition in product and labor markets, and the degree 
of responsibility that may be expected in price and wage determina- 
tion may be, in combination, sufficient to permit the simultaneous 
achievement of stable prices and high employment, if total money 
demand is held under control.”

BUFFALO, N.Y. — To aid in 
the design of very high speed mis- 
siles which must fly for extended 
periods’in the dense lower atmos- 
phere, Cornell Aeronautical Labor- 
atory; Inc. has conducted exten- 
sive tests of materials in a rocket 
exhaust at temperatures in excess 
of 4000°F. 

Over 96 different metals,. plas- 
tics, ceramics,and special coatings 
and shapes weré tested under vary- 
ing conditions of time, tempera- 
ture,. gas velocity, and oxygen. 
Velocities rose as high as 4600 
mph. 

The objective of the project, 
conducted for the Army, was to 
simulate high speed flight in the 
lower atmosphere. The amount of 
free oxygen in the rocket exhaust 
was varied to study the burning 
effect on materials, particularly as 
might occur on leading edges of 
missile surfaces. 

In addition to danger of burn- 
ing, the materials underwent very 
high thermal shock, Cornell re- 
veated. 


Long-Range 
Fire Fighting 
Gear Devised 


WOOSTER, Ohio. — In the past 
when fires broke out at the Cape 
Canaveral launching site, scientists 
had to watch helplessly as valuable 
equipment went up in flames. The 
heat was so intense that no fire 
fighting equipment could be 
manned to prevent complete de- 
struction of rockets and instru- 
ments, 

Under urgent contract,- Akron 
Brass Mfg. Co. has perfected and 
delivéred several completely auto- 
matic units which-are mounted at 
the base of the launching stand. 
Remote controls, placed in the ob- 
servation bunker a quarter of a 
mile away, raise, lower, rotate and 
change stream widths of the units, 
all directed with the aid of field 
glasses. 

Akren’s UNOX foam is used 
with the units, tests having shown 
it a successful addative in the 
quenching of intensely hot rocket 
fuel fires. 

Similar units are also being used 
at plants of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, and it is felt that 
there are many possible future 
applications for oil refineries, 
chemical plants and munitioris fac- 
tories where fires are too hot or 
dangerous to allow human fire-

Night Vision Device Uses Starlight 


WASHINGTON—A. new night 
vision device enabling troops to 
see military objectives at night 
with the aid of light obtained from 
the stars was announced this week 
by the Department of the Army. 

Developed by the Army Engineer 
Research and Development Labor- 
atories, Fort Belvoir, Va. and 
Radio Corporation of America, 
Harrison, N. J., the new device is 
known as the “Cascaded Photosen- 
sitive Image Intensifier.” 

The new development, differing 
from other night vision devices 
which utilize infrared, radar, and 
other mediums, gathers the re- 
flected: starlight or diffused light 
from skyglow falling upon the ob- 
jective. It then intensifies or 
amplifies the diffused light suffi- 
ciently to present a distinguished 
image. 

The device is free from the com- 
plexities associated with low level 
light intensifier television systems

and requires no source of artificial 
light or radiation. 

The intensity of light fur- 
nished by the stars is so low as to 
be of little or no value to the un- 
aided eye in seeing military ob- 
jectives at night. With this new 
development, however, it will be 
possible to see at tremendously in- 
creased ranges objects which 
would otherwise be obscured by 
darkness. 

Heart of the instrument is a cas- 
caded image tube, actually two 
tubes working in a series and 
operating through an optical sys- 
tem which focuses the light re- 
flected from objects in the field. 
The first tube acts as preamplifier 
for the second which in turn fur- 
ther amplifies or intensifies the 
light and presents the image on 
the viewing surface. The tube is 
powered by current at approxi- 
mately 25,000 volts, furnished by 
a compact six-volt battery through 
a system of transformers and tran- 
sistors. 

Possible civilian uses for the 
tube includes its installation on an 
astronomical telescope to extend 
its range and sensitivity; in the 
making of certain x-rays using a 
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substantially reduced level of radi- 
ation, or viewing of minute flashes 
of light emitted by nuclear par- 
ticles, thereby giving scientists a 
better understanding of their be- 
havior.

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Flower Photography: An Exercise in Lighting 


IGHTING is the photographer’s principal tool regardless 
of what other problems a particular subject may present. 
This is as true of flower photegraphy as of portraiture, which 
have in common a similar photographic goal — to describe 
form, to reveal texture and surface values, and to evoke the 


character of the subject. In 


your columnist had in addition the special problem of show- 


ing up the stringy fuzz in the 
center. ; 

The flower was a small one, 
hardly an inch in diameter. The 
coloring of petals and fuzz was the 
same—purple. It seemed obvious 
that the only way to light the fuzz 


was at a sharp angle from the side, 
leaving the background relatively 
dark for the necessary contrast. 
The job was done by the simplest 
technique. The flower was placed, 
in a small glass, on a window sill 
where afternoon sunlight pro- 
vided both the main light and the 
skylight the fili-in. The flower 
was carefully positioned so that 
the sunlight glanced across the 
face of it to catch the fuzz squarely 
from the side and thus achieve the 
required separation and the sin- 


gling out of each tiny string from |. 


the others. This left the center of 
the flower dark, providing the 
needed background tone for con- 
trast. 

Had the lighting come from 
the front, the detail would have 
been lost or at best consider- 
ably reduced in identity and 
certainly lacking in the rendition 
of delicacy. Because of the forms 
of the petals, the lighting at the 
same time nicely distributed 
light and shade to describe the 
flower’s charming irregularity 
and the tiny blossoms at the 
right. 

These botanically minded will 
know the specimen to be Trade- 
scantia virginiana, popularly trans- 
lated to spiderwort or widow’s 
tears or sailor’s tears, the latter 
probably referring to the bright 
(yellow) little shoots in the cen- 
ter 

Incidentally, the subject was 
also photographed in Kodachrome, 

For the extreme close-up neces- 

sary, about life-size on the film, a 
40mm Makro-Kilar lens on the 
Alpa—a 35mm single-lens reflex 
camera—was brought within two 
or three inches of the subject (the 
lens. has a built-in extension per- 
mitting a focusing range of in- 
finity to 2 inches). This meant a 
considerable increase in exposure, 
since the effective, or working 
aperture, of the lens changes as 
the lens is moved farther from the 
film than in ordinary picture- 
taking. 

Several exposures were made, 
both for the black-and-white and 
the color shots, some as slow as a 
full second, all without a tripod, 
Sdadiness being aided by support- 
ing the arms against the window 
frame and sill.

Army Medic 
Invents New 
X-Ray Aid 


FORT CARSON, Colo.—A safe, 
inexpensive method for confirming 
the extent of acute ankle injuries 
has been perfected by Capt. Elias 
Sedlin’ of the orthopedie. section 
and Lewis Stillwell of the brace 
shop at Carson’s Army Hospital. 

As a result of injuries received 
by personnel in basic training at 
the mountain post, many partial 
and acute sprains must be checked 
in the orthopedic clinic. Previously, 
diagnoses were confirmed by an x- 
ray of the ankle taken while the 
heel was held by the surgeon. 

In this method the surgeon must 
wear gloves while taking the pic- 
ture to protect his hands against 
irradiation. However, gloves inter- 
fere with the surgeon's ability to 
hold the heel in the proper posi- 
tion while the picture is taken. 
The rest of the surgeon’s body is 
also exposed to irradiation. 





DR. SEDLIN’S solution to both 
problems has been a foot piece in 
two parts and an anchoring thigh 
strap which can “be held firm by 
the patient himself. In this method 
the surgeon need not remain in the 
room with the patient during the 
taking of the x-ray. It is now pos- 
sible to test all injuries with no 
danger of over-exposure-for the 
surgeon. 

The original model of the device 
was made from spare material 
around the hospital brace shop and 
can be manufactured in several 
hours. It takes no more than a min- 
ute to apply the foot piece and

You learn to run and keep running 
at full speed while fatigued. This is the same feeling 
you get in the race.” 

Seaman holds four UCLA varsity records — 800 
meter, mile, 1500 meter and two-mile — and a part 
of four UCLA relay records — mile, two-mile, dis- 
tanee medley, and sprint medley. 

“It will be a long time,” says UCLA news chief 
Frank Stewart, “before a runner comes along at 
UCLA, er any school for that matter, with Seaman’s 
versatility. He had the speed and ability to run 
any distance — frem the quarter-mile to four miles— 
and de a great jeb.”

SEAMAN’S biggest disappointment at UCLA 
came im the 1956 Olympic trials. He went into the 
1566 meter trials as one of the top favorites, but ran 
inte treuble in the race, winding up a disappointing 
fifth, thus missing a coveted trip to the Olympics at 
Melbourne, Australia by two places. The first three 
finishers. — Southern Cal’s Walters, Iowa’s .Ted 
Wheeler, and California’s Bowden — made the trip 
fer the United States. ;

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Senate Bill Can Open 
Defense Files to Public 


WASHINGTON. — The Senate has approved a bill to 
prevent the Defense Department and other agencies from 
using a 1789 law as an excuse for withholding information 


from the public. 

The bill, HR 2767, is another in 
a series of moves by Congress to 
stop capricious holding up of in- 
formation. It is a subject that has 
particularly worried the legislators 
the last two years. 

It came on the heels of a repert 
by a House Government Opera- 
tions subcommittee, under Rep. 
John Moss (D., Calif.) on the avail- 
ability of information from federal 
agencies. The subcommittee 
charges that information is some- 
times withheld to cover up mis- 
takes or hide things officials don’t 
want the press and public to know. 
It was the 25th in a series of re- 
ports by the group.

» THE BILL passed by the Senate 
involves sect. 161 of the Revised 
Statutes, which was first passed in 
1789. It is the so-called “house- 
keeping law,” the original statute 
giving heads of government depart- 
ments authority to prescribe regu- 





Explorer IV 
Tests Radiation 
In Outer Space 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala.—Early cal- 
culations by. Army scientists indi- 
cate that Explorer IV,newest and 
largest of the U.S. earth satellites, 
is traveling, through. outer space 
at a velocity of 16,250 miles. per 
hour and covers about 390,000 
miles each 24-hour day in outer 
space. 

The 38.43 pound satellite was 
launched at 10 a. m. EST 26 July 
by the Jupiter C rocket developed 
by the Army Ballistic Missile A- 
gency, and Jet Propulsion Labor- 
atory, both elements of the Army 
Ordnance Missile Command. 

The project was authorized by 
the Advanced Research Projects A- 
gency, Department of Defense, as 
a contribution to the International 
Geophysical Year with cooperation 
of the National Academy of Scien- 
ces whose IGY Committee directs 
the U.S. participation. Explorer 
IV reaches out to an apogee of 1,- 
379.8 miles on each trip around 
the earth. Its perigee, or nearest 
point to earth, is approximately 
160 miles. It completes each orbit 
in 110.224 minutes. 

Instrumentation in Explorer IV 
is designed to investigate radiation 
in space. Four separate radiation 
counters are employed to collect 
data, which is flashed to ground 
stations by 10w-power radio bea- 
cons.

ing of information from the public 
or limiting the availability of rec- 
ords to the public.” 

The Senate Judiciary committee, 
in a detailed study, said legisla- 
tive history shows the Congress 
that passed the law in 1789 had no 
intention of having the statute used 
for withholding information.

THE DEPARTMENT of Defense. 
in a letter to Congress from its 
General Counsel, Robert Dechert, 
strongly opposed the bill. He said 
he felt present Defense regulations 
“are reasonable and adequate” for 
keeping the public informed 

This statute, of course, is not 
the only legal authority the De- 
partment has for withholding in- 
formation. It has other laws al- 
lowing the classifying of informa- 
tion for reasons of security. 

Dechert came in for sharp criti- 
cism in a recent report by the Moss 
subcommittee, which said he “dis- 
played a singular lack of confi- 
dence in the public’s right to 
know.” Mr. Dechert, the group said, 
defended the withholding of infor 
mation of a “preliminary nature” 
because “it gets misunderstood.”
